However, these tensions will be 
worked ou t, althou gh there will be 
co su re cease in the cold war be­ 
tween the theories of Christianity, 
as held by free nations, and that 
of Atheism, held by Ru ssia. Ma­ 
lenkov was schooled u nder Stalin. 
The Soviet is getting along okay. 
It will seek to digest its slave 
cou ntries and not risk a World War 
III.

Starting today a new set of regu ­ 
lations make it even harder to ob­ 
tain a new car — or to resell a 
u sed one. This is aimed at stopping 
specu lation. 
To get a new car, here s what 
a Ru ssian will have to do. 
1. He has to wait ou t a long 
qu eu e, then if his tu rn does come, 
he mu st go to the federal sales 
shop There he has to present certi­ 
fication from the police and the 
au to registration office stating he 
floes not own a car which he is 
planning to sell. 


2. He has to deposit the fu ll pu r­ 
chase price of the new car In re­ 
tu rn, he gets a certificate that the 
car will be delivered to him within 
one year. 


3. If he gets a new car, he has 
to gu arantee to keep it for a nu m­ 
ber of years The Moskvitch, small­ 
est Soviet car, costing abou t $2,250, 
mu st be kept three years The next 
size - the Pobeda, which markets 
at $4,000 — mu st be kept five years. 
This is all aimed at breaking 
u p a racket of specu lators who get 
hold of cars by placing agents on 
waiting lists, then make private 
sales at hu ge profits.

British Fo reig n Office Turns

SPECIFIC ISSUE 
NEEDED, BRITISH SAY 


LONDON UPI — Britain tu rned a 
cold shou lder today to Soviet Pre­ 
mier Georgi Malenkov’s su ggestion 
for east-west negotiations to settle 
Far Eastern differences. The Brit­ 
ish said they weren’t interested u n­ 
less Malenkov had a specific issu e 
in mind. 
The ’British foreign office issu ed 
a formal statement on Malenkov s 
su ggestion, made Friday in reply 
to 
qu estions 
su bmitted 
by 
an 
American newsman. 
British 
foreign 
office 
officials 
took the view Malenkov’s state­ 
ment amou nted to a proposal for 
east-west talks. The officials said 
their statement amou nted to a tu rn 
down for any general discu ssions 
bu t left the door open for an agreed 
specific issu e at the proper time. 
Mhlenkov said he wou ld welcome 
negotiations 
between 
interested 
powers on settlement of Far East­ 
ern qu estions. 
“The experience of the Geneva 
Conference in w'hich the Chinese 
People’s Repu blic took part to­ 
gether with other power shows that 
su ch negotiations bring beneficial 
resu lts,” Malenkov said. 
The British statement declared: 
“We agree the Geneva Confer­ 
ence was u sefu l. It was su mmoned 
to deal with specific problems (Ko­ 
rea and Indochina) and on one of 
them agreement was reached. It is 
u nlikely that a conference to dis­ 
cu ss Far Eastern affairs in gen­ 
eral wou ld make progress at this 
stage.

Top stories on the Ru sh Cou nty, 
Indiana, scene in 1954 were many 
and varied. 
Tragic accidents, a bitter school 
consolidation dispu te, a rash of 
farm fires, a minor polio epidem- 
j ic. Eastern Standard Time, pri­ 
mary and general elections, rob­ 
beries, 
the 
“ Battle 
of 
Water 
Street,” and many other items went 
into you r newspaper in its job of 
recording local history in 1954. 
The year was less than three 
weeks old when the cou nty’s worst 
au to-train collision in history' was 
reported A Decatu r Cou nty family 
of five was wiped ou t when their 


I au to collided with a train on Jan­ 
u ary 18 two miles sou th of Milroy 
at Foley’s Crossing. It was the 
worst au to accident in the cornily 
since the bu s wreck which killed 
nine persons in 1941. 
The au to-train collision accou nt­ 
ed fo r half of the cou nty’s traffic 
deaths in 1954. None of the traffic 
fatalities 
occu rred 
in 
Ru shville 
City. 
Janu ary’s toll rose to six when a 
Carthage motorist died 
js his car 
plu nged of! the road north of that 
commu nity. Two Carthage High 
School stu dents were killed on a 
rainy March night when a car in 
which they were riding hit a cu l­ 
vert 
on 
the 
Carthage Arlington 
road. 
The ninth fatality came May 24 


as a resu lt of a two-car crash, re­ 
portedly cau sed 
when one car 
swerved to avoid a small boy on a 
bicycle, on Road 44 east of Ru sh­ 
ville. 
The Twin Bridges west of Arling­ 
ton, scene of highway carnage most 
every year, claimed another vic­ 
tim on Au gu st 23 when an Indian­ 
apolis driver was killed in a colli­ 
sion. 
Nine other violent deaths of a 
wide variety occu rred du ring the 
year. 
Farm accidents claimed three 
lives. Fu mes from a defective stove 
proved fatal to a Milroy man. 
A 
Mays infant perished when it fell 
headfirst into an ou tdoor toilet. A 
Carthage woman died as a resu lt 
of bu ms su ffered in an explosion in 
her home. A Ru shville man, striv­ 
ing to repair an elevator in a down­ 
town store, was cru shed when the 
elevator fell three stories. And in 
another type of farm accident, an 
eight-year-old girl was killed when 
a cu ltivator, on which she was play­ 
ing, toppled over. There was one 
su icide in the cou nty du ring the 
year. 
Hu ndreds of w'ords were written 
in the first two and a half months 
of 1954 explaining views of those in 
favor of and those opposed t^ a 
proposed five township, two cou nty 
school consolidation.

Pu blic meetings were held and 
the topic was discu ssed in each of 
the townships on several occasions. 
After the tru stees of the five town- 1 
ships passed a joint resolu tion fav-1 
oring the consolidation at a fiery 
meeting in Fairview, the opposition 
grou p in Washington Township pre­ 
sented an alternate proposal asking 
that consolidation be limited to 
Ru sh Cou nty. 
Petitions were circu lated freely 
in 
both 
Washington 
and 
Union 
Townships. Even Center Township 
became involved in the dispu te 
when a grou p there offered a pro­ 
posal 
for 
a 
consolidation 
with 
Washington. 
Residents in Washington, Union 
and Posey Townships trooped to 
the polls on March 16 to ’decide 
the issu e. Althou gh the voters fav­ 
ored the five township plan in Un­ 
ion and Posey, it was rejected by 
a 72-vote margin in Washington. 
The rejection by one township killed 
the measu re for 1954. 
Six farm homes and five barns 
were destroyed by fire in 1954. Sev­ 
eral other lesser fires in the ru ral 
area helped ru n the fire loss to 
thou sands of dollars. It was u n- 
! dou btedly the highest farm fire loss 
I in several years. 
The 
pu blic, 
however, 
became 
more fire consciou s in the year, 


with the resu lt being the formation 
of several new fire companies in 
variou s commu nities. In addition, 
Arlington, Carthage, Raleigh, Man­ 
illa and Ru shville departments all 
added new fire fighting equ ipment 
in the year. 
Ru shville^ 
department 
placed 
in service its new $35,000, 65-foot 
aerial ladder tru ck in March and 
later the Civil Defense organiza­ 
tion equ ipped a tank tru ck and 
pu mper for ru ral ru ns. 
Worst fire of the year in Ru sh­ 
ville was also one of the latest. 
On Dec. 25, an apartment above 
Wilhelm’s Cafe was the scene of 
a $5,000 fire. 
Two women were 
carried from the smoke-filled apart­ 
ment, however, both are recover­ 
ing. 
New school plans in Ru shville 
wt?nt sporadically forward du ring 
the year. The state approved plans 
in March for a new high school to 
be bu ilt arou nd the gymnasiu m. 
However, 
the 
Ru shville 
School 
Bu ilding Corporation, organized in 
Ju ly, abandoned plans to bu ild on 
that site, and a decision was reach­ 
ed late in the year to bu ild on 
Memorial Park grou nd, north of 
the present athletic field. Su rvey 
work is now going forward and of- 
ficals are hopefu l that the high 
school will be ready for u se in 
September 1956. 
Plans were also listed for an ex­ 
pansion of the Belle Gregg ele­ 
mentary school at a cost of $125,- 
000. The school annou nced the pu r­ 
chase of the Ernest Wagner lot

Voters in November approved 13 bond is­ 
sues in state referenda, for a total of $965,- 
000.000, and turned down only one—a $25.- 
000,000 proposal in New Jersey to establish 
a state medical school. These figures have 
just been released by the Tax Foundation. 
Approval of these bond issues continued 
a trend in effect since the end of World War 
II. during which most capital improvments 
were deferred. Three state bonus or benefit 
plans for Korean War veterans were includ­ 
ed in the borrowing approved by voters, but 
the4bulk of it was for schools, hospitals and 
highway s. 
In the last decade the total debt of the 
states has trebled, and that of local govern­ 
ments — county , city , school district, etc. 
has doubled. The total of $27,000,000,000 is 
unimoressive only by comparison with the 
federal %’j /evnment’s $272,000,000,000. 
American government at all levels is de­ 
pendent for support upon borrowed funds. 
While this situation ex ists, there will be 
strang inflationary pressures.

bor Day will be “ mild,” or so we 
are told. 
“ The Old Farmer’s Almanac,” 
edited by Robert B. Thomas and 
published by Yankee, Inc. (Dub­ 
lin, N. H ), must at least have a 
widespread reputation for knowing 
what's comi i, or it couldn’t have 
kept its enthusiastic readers for 
all t!*esc y ears — it was first is­ 
sued in 1792. 
Other almanacs use a little more 
caution, or may be they just don't 
have the courage of their convic­ 
tions 
Any way , there’s not a word 
about 
this 
week’s, 
month's, 
or 
y ear’s weather in “ Today — the 
1955 Pocket Almanac,” edited by 
George H. Gallup (Pocket Books), 
or in “ The Ford 1955 Farm-Ranch- 
Home Almanac,” edited by John 
Strohm (Simon & Schuster). They 
do admit the earth is growing 
warmer — but they don’t say it’s 
going to be warmer in 1955. 
In 
fact they point out that govern­ 
ment forecasts stick mainly to a 
24-hour basis, and venture out on 
a limb with nothing more than 30- 
day generalizations 
issued every 
two weeks. 
But there s agreement in other 
matters. 
The 
Ford 
publication 
say s “ a successful farmer is a 
combination 
laborer-vet-diplomat- 
agronomist-blacksmith banker.” A 
character named Uncle J eb, in 
the “ Old Farmer’s Almanac,” ob­ 
serves, “ y ou can’t run a farm to­ 
day without a college education 
in balky carburetors.” 
A city fellow may be best served 
by “ Today .” It’s’ an all-round gen­ 
eral reference work with the al­ 
way s handy , often essential, lists 
of 
presidents, 
states, 
prizes, 
sports, 
famous 
names, 
epochal 
dates and so on. 
Of course if y ou’re a city fellow 
with a place in the country , y ou 
may want to know whether hens 
like noise, whether sows are good 
nurses, whether we’re running out 
of fresh wrater, how weather'af­ 
fects people, what’s the best time 
to fertilize y our garden. If y ou’re 
a city fellow’s girl, y ou’ll be glad 
to know how to keep cheese fresh, 


how to keep macaroni from boiling 
over, how to harden fudge. 
Answers to all these are to be 
found in Strohm’s book which, ac­ 
cording to the jacket, tells y ou 318 
way s to make more profit on y our 
Land, 257 ideas for happier, better 
country living, 216 new research 
discoveries. 
What’s more, “ every 
page is in color ” 
“ The Old Farmer’s Almanac” 
may not be useful in just these 
way s but for a booklet to dip into 
at random it certainly has 
a lot 
of interesting surprises. It contains 
“ plant tables, anecdotes, pleasan­ 
tries, farm calendar each month, 
photographs and woodcuts.” 
You learn for instance that there 
are going to be two eclipses of the 
sun and one of the moon in 1955, 
and y ou’re still glad to learn it 
even though none of them will be 
visible in the United States. You’re 
advised to draw off y our applejack 
when ifs IO below, and y ou read 
that honey bees arc amiable at 85 
above, katy dids begin to sing at 80. 
You get recipes for Cape Cod 
clam pie. Parker House pancakes, 
grandmother’s sour cream spice 
cake, and other goodies. 
There 
are the usual tables of postal rates, 
tables of measure, tide corrections, 
and a chart entitled “ reproductive 
cy cle in farm animals.” 
Almanacs are not new' and not 
ex clusively American. “ Almanach 
Vermot 1955 for instance is being 
published for its 65th y ear in Paris. 
It has a cartoon for every day in 
the y ear. 
There are articles on 
“ Attila’s Last Wife,” the world’s 
smallest horse, plants that eat 
flies, when to plant what and when 
to fertilize, and Nostradamus, long­ 
est-winded of all oracles. 
There 
are recipes, horoscopes and lives 
of* saints. 
Like the “ Old Farmer's,” it also 
carries advertisements — learn ju ­ 
jitsu; or make y our body beauti­ 
ful; or if y ou are lonely and long 
to meet a friend, then write to . . .

In addition, some 2,100,000 farm 
laborers — people doing farm work 
for others — are covered for the 
first time farm larborers were cov­ 
ered in the past only if they were 
“regularly ” hired by on employ er 
and received cash wages of $80 or 
more per q uarter of a y ear from 
that employ er. 
Now they will be covered if they 
are paid as much as $100 by a 
single employ er in a single y ear. 
The worker himself has no return 
to make. For any wages paid after 
Friday , the employ er is to deduct 
2 per cent of the worker’s wages, 
add another 2 per cent from his 
own money , and turn all this over 
to the government annually , or 
whenever the combined tax fund 
reaches $100. Workers must obtain 
a social security number and card 
from his nearest social security 
offices. 
Optional coverage is extended 
for the first time to about 3Vfe mil­ 
lion state and local government 
employ es. Many local governments 
already have their own retirement 
sy stems. Under the old law, em­ 
ploy es covered by these sy stems 
could not 
come under the 
OASI 
program. The new law permits 
them to remain in the state sy stem 
and also join the federal program, 
provided a majority of the group 
votes to do so.

INDIANAPOLIS — More than 
250 “reminders” are necessary to 
inform 
Hoosier 
businessmen 
of 
dates on which tax payments and 
reports will be due in 1955, the In­ 
diana State Chamber of Commerce 
reported today. 
The State Chamber s annual tax 
calendar, now being distributed to 
its members, lists 41 different types 
of state taxes and fees and 16 fed­ 
eral taxes with all of the various 
federal retail excise taxes consid­ 
ered as one type of tax. No one bus­ 
iness or individual must pay all 
the kinds of taxes and fees listed, 
the chamber explained.

Experiments In 
Prison Lead To 
Malaria (lure 


ATLANTA cffu- Experiments with 
prisoners in the Atlanta Federal 
Penitential' have led to a cure and 
preventive for malaria, says Dr. 
Carl I. Pirkle of the U. S. Public 
Health Service. 
The prisoners voluntarily sub­ 
jected themselves to the bites of 
mosquitoes infected with malaria 
to determine the proper usage of 
two drugs, primaquine and chloro­ 
quine, for treatment and preven­ 
tion of the disease. 
Dr. Pirkle said it had been dis­ 
covered previously that the drugs 
were effective in treatment of ma- 
laria. 
The experiments with the 
prisoners answered the question of 
the right combination needed for 
cure and prevention and how long 
they should be applied. 
About 300 prisoners participated 
in the experiments, which lasted 
six years. 
Each participant was! 
given $50 and had 30 days cut from 
his sentence. 
Pirkle said no casualties resulted j 
from the experiments. 
Pirkle, the prison’s chief medical 
officer, said some cases of malaria 
• have 
been 
treated 
successfully 
with other drugs but patients often 
suffered recurrence of the disease. 
I 
The experiments were conducted 
by the National Institute of Health 
for the Defense Department. Pir­ 
kle said results here were corrob­ 
orated by other tests at the Illinois 
State Prison in Joliet. 
“ But prisoners here in Atlanta 
have done more toward the devel­ 
opment of this treatment than any 
other group,” he said. 
He said the armed forces already 
have supplies of primaquine and 
chloroquine and they are expected 
to become available for common 
use eventually. 
“ W’ith these new findings, ma­ 
laria will no longer be considered 
a major problem by our military 
leaders,” he said.

Hoisted As Crew 


Protests Action 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va. WI- The 
traditional flag of piracy — the 
skull and crossbones — fluttered 
above the coal ship Seacoral brief­ 
ly here Friday. 
Her American crew took this 
method of protesting their replace­ 
ment by a crew of Greeks as the 
vessel was transferred from Amer­ 
ican to Liberian registry. 
The “Jolly Roger” was hoisted 
during a period when the 4,443-ton 
vessel officially was a ship with­ 
out a country. One of the last of 
half a hundred craft being trans- 
fered to foreign flags, the Seaeor- 
a!s, 
registry 
was 
surrendered 
Christmas morning, but the new 
Liberian registry failed to arrive 
until Friday. 
The Seacoral came into port 
from Yugoslavia to load coal for 
Japan. 
Members of American maritime 
unions are fiercely opposed to the 
shift of American vessels to for­ 
eign registry because of an al­ 
leged threat to fair labor stand­ 
ards. 
When such shifts occur American 
crewmen are paid off and foreign 
crews take over the wages averag­ 
ing only one quarter or one third 
the pay of the Americans. 


Man Confesses 
Murder Of His

man confessed Friday night that 
he clubbed his 67-year-old partner 
to death in a quarrel over the 
division of profits from their re­ 
tirement venture in chicken farm­ 
ing. 
State Police Detective Gene Cox 
said Clark Long admitted killing 
Alfred Mannering in their log cab­ 
in home. He was held for question­ 
ing without bond. 
Cox and Sheriff Thomas Arvin 
said Long told them this story: 
Before their retirement, Long op­ 
erated a boarding house in Chicago 
and Mannering roomed with him. 
Both were bachelors. 
Mannering bought the southern 
Indiana hill farm two years ago, 
but Long spent $1,000 improving 
the cabin. The men were to share 
the profits, but Mannering never 
gave him any money. 
Mannering sold gypsum mining 
rights on the farm for $1,500 and 
recently sold $300 worth of chick­ 
ens. They argued over finances on 
Friday, and Mannering drew a knife 
and ordered Long to leave. The 
beating followed.
